A study of the two baskets shows 
plainly that there is nothing in the 
price of food to Indicate its table 
value. There {s as much total nutri- 
ment in a pound of wheat flour or 
beans or rice as there is in seven 
pounds or more than three quarts 
of oysters, or three pounds of chick- 
en, or twenty ounds of celery, or 
fifteen pounds of tomatoes. Compare 
the costs. Flour never costs less 
than 4 cents a pound; dried beans 
and peas cost about the same, 
Trice at 10 cents a pound is the com- 
mon figure. But the oysters neces- 
sary to 4o as much work or furnish 
as much food would cost $1, the chick- 
en would cost 75 cents, the celery 
would cost more than $1, and the to- 
matoes nearly as much. Indeed, any 
fresh vegetables except potatoes are 
expensive rather than cheap foods 
in the sense that they do not contain 
fat-forming or muscle-building mate- 
rial, 

If a food contains little fuel value— 
that !s, when consumed in the body, 

rovides emall amounts of heat to 

eep it warm or power to enable it 
to work—and is high in price, {it Is evi- 
Gent that it is really an expensive 
food; on the other hand, another arti- 
cle may cost many cents a pound 
and yet because it is packed full of 
nutriment !t may actually be a cheap 
food. A low-priced food is not neces- 
sarily a cheap source of nutriments.
